March 17, 1760. HE was 
much in the same way, and con- 
tinued so till Saturday, 22d, when 
he slept some, rose, and was pret- 
ty easy. He wasinvited to some 
company, who were drinking mer- 
ry ; he went, and, after drinking 
alittle, was aS merry as any of 
them, sung songs, and seemed all 
spirit. [was sorry to see him 
spend the moments of his quiet- 
ude in such a manner, and not 
rather in praising God jor his 
kindness. I was afraid, after all, 
that there was no change made m 
his heart ; for his old way of talk- 
ing returned with his cups, that is, 
swearing and cursing. He got 
drunk, and sat till two o’clock 
Sabbath morning. 

About six o’clock 1 heard him 
groaning very loud. About eight 
o’clock, I went to him, and found 
him almost distracted, tumbling 
and tossing, and throwing his 
arms hither and thither. I curst 
hot speak of terror for fear of the 
consequences, and comfort I 
could not speak in truth. A while 
after, he arose, and was vastly 
disquietéd. 1 atked what made 
himn sad, to see if it waSa sense of 
his sin. ‘ How can it be other- 
wise,”’ replied he, “ when I have 
such a fearful prospect before me ?

This is an earnest of what I must 
feel to eternity, for my heart is 
hardened, and my sins too great 
to be pardoned.” I reproved 
the last expression, and withal let 
him know what his behavior had 
been last night, at which he seem- 
ed very sorry. Snufling a candle 
with his finger, he threw it away : 
‘*'This | cannot stand,” says he,

the 18th I took away the sentry. 
He was pretty well for some time, 
but I was sore afraid there was as 
yet no gracious change, for } 
could never see him read in his 
Bible as formerly. 

26.—He got a drinking with 
some men, where he stai id too 
long, being Saturday ; for, as I 
was informed, he was carried 
drunk to his bed about one o’- 
clock on Sabbath morning. He 
seemed angry at himself after- 
wards. 

May 1, 3, and 4. He was qutte 
uneasy, and could get no Sleep, 
which made him force himself 
into. it by spirits, against whigh 1 
admonished him. But now I 
heard nothing about religion or 
his soul, till the 9th, when he told 
me, that when he passed the ship’s 
fire, it terrified himeto think what 
hell must be; and that, many 
times, both by sigh it and by day, 
the <weat broke on him as if he 
had been at hard exercise, through 
anguish of soul! He said, he 
was afraid that the Almighty had 
hardened him for his former sins: 
and that another wild thought was 
come into his head, that the Bt- 
ble, perhaps, was nothing buta 
fable. 

May 18. Being Sabbath, he 
dressed himself, and went to his 
watch, having been pretty quiet 
fora good while, and not having 
kept watch for more than six 
months. His old companions, in 
a merry way, welcomed him, s say- 
ing, ery for the lost sheep is 
found. Sothey drank together 
the greater part of the day, con- 
tinuing. their c cups till midnight, 
and their discourse on every idle 
thing that came into their minds. 
Sometimes, when one of the com- 
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one sentence without an oath, he 
would reprove him, but, alas the 
gave no sign of having the least 
grain of saving grace. 

June 8. Being th€Lord’s day, 
he was shaved by the barber, but 
kept out of my sight. ° 

§ July 4. He'sat Mate inf’another 
birth, got drunk, and swore most 
abominably, nor did he now re- 
strain himself at.other times from 
swearing by the sacred name of 
God ; andso hecontinued, grew 
fond of eotmpany and cards, and 
took a deal of pleasure in dress- 
ing genteely. Nor did he seem 
to have the least remembrance of 
his late condition, and would 
rage, fret, and curse, if it was 
said we were to’ stay long at sea. 

Aug. 20. We came to Efg- 
land. A few days after, he went 
ashore, and, it was said, kept bad 
company. HMecame aboard; and 
went ashore again, and staid till 
he was run on the ship’s books, 
by which both wages and prize- 

moncy = lost.

. How great is the power of 
sin over unregenerate men! They 
are its ¢laves, and led captive by 
the devil and their lusts at. their.

coun@of the commission of i. tis 
Ot the feeling of present misery, 
northe fear of future misery, tnat 
will effectually reform them.

suffer. Their resolntions cannot 
resist the strength of the “ 13Clis 
nations. When quiet ts er joyed, 
and tempation retuins, they fail 
as if they had never fclt a pang, 
or formed a resolution; and it 


happens to them accerdin 8 to the 
true proverb, ‘Uhe dog is return. 


ed to his vomit again, sil the 
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sow that was washed, to her wal- 
lowing in the mire. 

3. How wide the difference be- 
tween conviction and conversion ! 
Many, as in the case of Esau, Ju- 
das, and others mentioned in 
Scripture, and of this young man, 
feel the pangs of the former, who 
never enjoy the peace of the lat- 
ter. Theconscience of the sinner 
may be awakened, and give him 
great disquiet, when his heart re- 
mains unchanged ; and hell may 
hecome the object of his dread, 
when Christ and holiness possess 
not his love. ‘The event in the 
present case shows, that one may 
be near the kingdom of heaven, 
and yet not enter in by the strait 
gate that leadeth to life ; that there 
may be much sorrow On aecount 
of sin, when there is, nothing of 
that godly sorrow which worketh 
repentance unto salvation, nct to 
be repented of ; nothing but the 
sorrow of the world, which work- 
eth death. 

4, How cautious should we be 
in pronouncing persons true con- 
verts ! Persons may have impres- 
sions on their consciences, or their 
feelings may be strongly agitated 
under the word, whose goodness 
is as the early cloud, or the morn- 
ing-dew. How often are that 
thoughtfulness, that melting of 
the affections, those terrors, in 
part or in whole the effect of dis- 
ease, which less attentive observ- 
ers are apt to ascribe to the Spirit 
of God, as his peculiar work upon 
the soul! How often is the sin- 
ner’s conscience let loose upon 
him, to disturb him in his wicked 
course, and to make him evena 
terror to himself, when nothing 
beyond nature has operated, and 
he is sull in the gall of bitterness 
and bord of iniquity! Impres- 
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sidns made only on the animal 
frame, or produced by the opera- 
tions of natural conscience, are 
temporary, and liable to subside 
into indifference, or carnal securj- 
ty, orto give place to the influ- 
ence of those lusts which still have 
dominion over the soul. And if 
we regard all as true converts, 
who have feltsuch impressions, we 
shall rank many among the saints, 
who will perhaps soon undeceive 
us by their apostacy, or to whom 
we shall, in the last awtul day, 
hear the Savior say, * Depart 
from me, I never knew you.”’ 

5. How necessary the exertion 
of divine power, in orderto change 
the sinner’s heart! In spife of 
education, of knowledge, of con- 
viction, of the evil of sin, of the 
fear of punishment, of resolutions 
of amendment, the heart will 
love sin, and cleave to it, unless 
the Spirit of God work in his 
powerful and irresistible manner. 


Reformation will be superficial 


and temporary when his influence 
is withheld. Old things will not 
SO pass away, as tobe hated and 
abandoned, unless He who mov. 
ed on the waters of chaos make all 
things new. The convinced sin- 
cr will relapse, if he is not born 
of the Spirit, if he is not created 
anew in Christ Jesus, if he is not 
made one of the Savior’s_ willing 
people in the day of divine power. 

6. What an awful thing an 
awakened conscience, and how 
dreadfulto see our danger, and 
yet refuse the remedy! If sin is 
so bittertothe sinner sometimes 
in this world, how bitter must it 
be in the latter end! What frur 
have we of those things, the end 
whereof is death ? and what pres- 
ent pleasure in the service of sin 
can compensate for the agony 
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which the sinner feels, when his 
conscience rises up to accuse him, 
and still more when he afterwards 


eatsthe fruit of his doings? If 


even lowness of spirits can render 
life intolerable, and make a man 
extremely miserable, how intolera- 
ble must be the anguish of final 
despair! ‘ The spirit of a man 
may sustain his infirmity ; but a 
wounded spirit who can bear :”’ 
The sinner who believes the Gos- 
pel, may becast down by a view 
of his sins, but he is not forsaken : 
buthe who rejects the remedy 
presented in the Gospel, is, when 
under the feeling sense of his sin 
and danger, not only in perplexi- 
ty, but ready to plunge into des- 
pair. 

Lastly What an inestimable 
blessing is peace of mind, flowing 
from faith in the atonement! and 
how happy they, whatever be 
their external condition, who en- 
joy it! Peace of mind, from

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peace with heaven, is a greater 
blessing than the possession of all 
created enjoyments. 


Being jus- 
tified by faith, we have peace with 
God, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Believing, we rejoice 
with joy unspeakable and full of 
glory. Thou wilt keep him in 
perfect peace whose mind is stay- 
ed on thee, because he trusted in 
thee. 

May God prevent impressions 
of the evil and danger of sin from 
wearing off our spirits! May his 
Spirit cperate on us, not only for 
deep conviction, but for genuine 
conversion! May we never reject 
the comforts of the Gospel, when 
we feel the terrors of the law! 
and may it become our happiness 
to be sprinkled by the bleod of 
Christ from an evil conscience, 
andto enjoy the peace of God 
which passeth all understanding, 
keeping our hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus !

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REPROOF FROMA CHILD. 


Messrs. Editors, 


The following has been committed to 
cvriting, at the earnest request of a 
friend to the Adviser. If you con- 
sider tt calculated to promote the 
cause of evangelical truth and vital 
ptety, tt is at your disposal. 

A certain man of my acquaint- 
ance some years past, like too ma- 
iy others, lived in a careless neg- 
lect of the one thing needful. He 
was regardless of divine institu- 
tions, and entirely neglected the 


worship of God in his family. 
This man had a neighbor who was 
a professor of religion, and a 
steady, conscientious worshiper of 
God. [twas his daily practice, 
by solemn prayer, to commend 
himself and his family to the mer- 
ciful protection of the great Pre-. . 
server of men, 

As the irreligious man above- 
mentioned, agreeably toa previous 
engagement, was going ata cer- 
tain time, to work for his reli- 
gious neighbor, his little son being 
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according to my best recollection, 
about six or seven years of age, 
manifested a desire, ‘and obtained 
leave to go with him.- On their 
arrival at the house, it Was per- 
ceived that the family within, 
wereengaged in their morning 
devotions. The man, who ts the 
subject of this sketch, then seated 
himself ona log near the door, 
and the boy sat down’by his side. 
The expressions used by the man 
in prayer soon arrested the ear 
and took the attention of the boy. 
It wasa sort of language, which 
he never before had heard. He 
anxiously inquired of his father, 
what the man in the house was 
doinz, and was informed that 
Mr.-—was at prayer, in his fami- 
ly. «it prayer said the boy wén- 
dering ! He then listened -at- 
tentively to the prayer for a time, 
and then said, daddy, ts it rigat 
for Mr.—to pray i his**family ? 
‘The father answered affirmative- 
ty, forhe knew not how to deny 
it. The boy listened some time 
mage, to the prayer, and then 
said to his father, daddy, you s: ay 
it is right for Mr.—to pray, in his 
family, why then do not you pray, 
in yourfamily? To this inquiry 
no answer was given: but the 
question struck his mind very for- 
eibly, and left an impression, 
which he was not able to» erase. 
Ry this time the religious exercizes 
of the family were concluded. 
The father with his little boy then 
went into the house, and as he ex- 
pected soon went into the field 
tc labor. But the boy’s ques- 
rion gave him great disturbance. 
He tried to fling it out of his 
mind, but was by no means able 
fo get away from it. He was 
much diequicted; all the fore-* 
Boon, and, in the afternoon, the

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perturbation of his spirit was great- 
ly heightened, and he found him. 
self so* crowded and pinched that 
ho. could not prosecute his labor. 
He then told his employer, that 
he was so much indisposed, that 
he could no‘longer pursue his bu- 
siness inthe field. Accordingly 
he returned to his own house; 
but there he found no relief. His 
mental anguish increased for sev. 
eral days. The hand of God 
was heavy upon him, cae he 
found it mppebie to get out of 
his hand. The plague erhis heart 
was disclosed to his view ; his en- 
mity to God operated with vio- 
lence ; a dreadful sound was in 
his ears, and the sense which he 
then had of his impotency, guilt 
and misery was intolerably pain- 
ful. But in this awful crisis re- 
lief was brought to him. The en- 
tire rectitude of God’s law and 
government was EY. right- 
eousness was ascribed to God in 
the fearful denunciations of his 
wrath against the breakers of his 
law. Christ was revealed as an 
all-sufficient, and rgost glorious 
Savior. And he was sweetly 
c@nstrained to venture his soul 
for eternity, on this sure founda- 
tion. From this period it might 
be said of him, as it was cf Saul, 
* behold he prayeth.” 

This interesting communicae 
tion was made to me by the man 
himself, immediately afier the 
memorable incident took place. 
In this event we see verified those 
expressions of the Apostle, “God 
hath chosen the foolish things of 
the world to confound the wise.” 
A little uninstructed child was 
raised up to preach reproof, con- 
viction and terror to a stupid fa- 
et and through the instrumen-

LETITIA—a Character. 


o——Sed omnes una manet nox;

Born of opulent and influential 
parents, whose respectability and 
wealth yielded every advantage, 
which a superiority of education, 
combined with an unblemished 
character could effect, Letitia was 
the boasted pride of her family, 
and the favorite of the circle in 
which she moved: Possessed of 
every accomplishmeat which @ 
fashionable world esteems, and 
surrounded by the votaries of lux- 
nry and ease, scarcely any earthly 
pleasure was beyond her attain- 
ment, and scarce a wish was har- 
bored beyond the issue of gratifi- 
cation. Still Letitia was not 
happy. ‘The superior judgment, 
with which Providence had indu- 
ed her, demanded more solid en- 
joyments than the trivial delights 
and uncertain pleasures of scn- 
sual pursuits. Her mind was ill 
fed by the volatile sallies of wit, 
which characterizes the gayer 
circles of life, and, she sought, in 
Society, what its feeble influence 
was incapable of yielding. Wea-

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ry at last, with ineffectual en- 
deavors, she retired trom the bus- 
tle of a fashionable life, and cul 
tivated, by reading and seclusion, 
that severity of disposition and 
that ease of mind, which had hith- 
erto been denied to her assiduity. 
It was in this station, that a man 
of genuine integrity and real 
worth, sought and obtained. the 
honor of her friendship, and by a 
happy union, they presented one 
of the rare examples of conjugal 
felicity, and mutual love. 

Such was Letitia. In the 
prime of life—noted for the pe- 
culiarity of her amiable virtues— 
distinguished by the singularity 
of her mental endowments, ¢o sel- 
dom exceeded by those of more 
advanced and maturer years—. 
displaying, by an undeviatiny » 
progress in the path of moral re: >. 
titude, «am.example marked a; 
worthy of imitation, and stamp ied 
by the acknowledgment of univ ;er- 
sal approbation and esteem— and 
such she might have continr ied ; 
as the blessing of her parent’ ;, and 
the fond object of affection? ite re- 
gard to her solicitous fr jends; 
had not the ravages of 4 fatal 
disorder by a series of atts icks, re- 
ducedher ematiated fram e beyond 
the reach of human : skill, and 
warned her of an early participa- 
tion in the general fate of all. 

Reader, the prect/-ding sketch 
of an amiable char? icter appears 
as the vague repre? entation of a 
novelist, though | characterized 
by truth, and pe surtrayed with 
the “unvarnishe¢ » narration of 
fact. But itist ,ot to delineate a 
picture of pu? e morality and 
virtue, that my pen is at present 
employed. It is, rather, to des- 
cribe morality on the bed of death» 
when every b) orror, which a dy- 
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ing hour can inflict, or the terrors 


of an awful scene present, is profs, 


fered to the view of the depart- 
ing soul. It isto describe mor- 
al virtue,* in the “ last. sad mo- 
ments,” and to teach her admir- 
ers the egtent of support, which 
her limited sway will command.+ 

When near the hour of final 
dissolution, this amiable person 
requested the attention of her 
weeping friends, and addressed 
them in the energetic language of 
experience, which the solemn 
scene contributed to stamp. with 
intrinsic value. ‘I implore you 
to regard my death as a momento 
to all; to view, in me, the mis- 
guided efforts to happiness and 
peace ; and to consider my end 
.as an example of the inefficacy of 
virtue and the impotence of the 
mrictest morality, uncombined 
with an interest in a propitiating 
Savior; for oh! without this it 
is en awful thing todie.” Great 
God ! how these words appalled 
my soul! They were the last, 
which she ever uttered, and they 
appeared as if designed to be an 
awful and solemn warning.— 
Reader, there is no fiction here— 
I knew Letitia well—and her dy- 
ing words which thunderstruck 
the moutning relatives, (who ex- 
pected retignation and peace af- 
ter soexeniplary a life,) remain 
indelibly impressed on my memo- 
ry not to be\erased by the lapse 
of time. When I learn the de- 
parture of a friend or read the de. 
cease of an acquaintance, recollec-

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tion fondly recurs to the scene of 
Letitia’s death, and points uner- 
ringly to her dying bed. When 
[ hear the arguments of a soph- 
istical freethinker ; or the eulogy 
of virtue by the tongue of a cold 
moraliet, | whisper to each, and 
bid them view the tomb of Leti- 
tia; I tellthem her virtues; re. 
count to them her numerous ex- 
cellencies, and then in the affec. 
tionate, warning voice of philan. 
thropy repeat her dying words, 
Reader, morality,—the most ri- 
gid morality will not save thee: 
fly to the cross: and by the blood 
of an atoning Savior, learn to 
smile at the terrific views of a final 
hour.

Yet God to be infinite must fill 
all this space. ' 

‘Time, hada beginning; Eter- 
nity had no beginning, it will have 
noend, It is an infinite, un- 
bounded range of ages, which, 
like a circle, never ends; itis in- 
finite quantities of time that will 
compose eternity to come, and 
which will be, when swallowed, 
in inconceivable rapid succession, 
like eternity ges no where to be 
found.

The four gentlemen first named 
have performed their tours, with indis- 
puted fidelity, and returned their jour- 
nals. From the others no returns ave 
been received. 

Messrs. Carpenter, Beardsley, Law- 
ton and Robinson, appointed before the 
dast meeting of the Society, have re- 
turned their journals. Mr. Carpenter 
spent eight weeks, in the northeasterly 
part of the state, and Mr. Beardsley 
twelve weeks in the westerly part. 
Mr. Robinson, who had been appoint- 
ed fortwelve wecks, having received 
an invitation to settle,in the ministry, 
atter he had labored ten weeks, in the 
N. W. part of the state, relinquished 
the remainder of this mission. Mr. Law- 
ton having perform ed half his mission, 
and finding it inconvenient to perform 
the rest, immediately, returned his 

journal of four weeks services, and had 
leave to complete his term during the 
—— or winter. 

Understanding that the profits of ihe 
Adviser are pledged to the Missionary 
Society; learning that many numbers 
of that work were unsold, and consid- 
ering, that they would be less valua- 
bie a few years hence, your Trustees 
have er ane hundred dollars 
to purchase Advisers, at first cost, for 
gratuitous distr ibution, in the new 
settlements. A considerable portion 
ofthis purchase has been scart to the 
northern and western parts of New- 
York. Some numbers have been dis- 
tributed, in the north part of Vermont, 
and some in Canada. 

In our last Report, it was noticed, that, 
for the purpose of encouraging the cate- 
chetical instruction of children measurc s 
had been taken to procure an edition of 
the Priiner, witht the view of sclling it by 
the hundred, at first cost. An improy- 
ed edition of the primer embracing the 
Assembly’s shorter catechism, and Dr. 
Watt's divine Songs has been printed, 
and thase, Who wish to purchase for 

‘itubie distribution, can be furnish- 
a with primers in different parts of 
the siate at cost, as will be announced, 
on the blue cover of the Adviser. It 
is expected, that the sales of the Primer 
will deiray all the expenses of the edi- 
8, and that the monies advanced by 
Society will uluiinately be refund- 
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lives, or their fortunes to evangelizing 
the heathen, your Trustees hope, that 
the Society will not, slacken their ef- 
forts, in administering to their breth- 
renon the frontiers, because the ser- 
viceis less splendid. If your means 
will not enable you to embrace, in your 
field.of operation, distant quarters of 
the globe, donot undervalue the salya- 
tion of souls here, because their con- 
version is not attended with unexam- 
pled sacrifices. Go on, Brethren, in 
vour good work. You ‘have much to 
encourage you. Many friends of the 
Lord Jesus have been gladdened, and 
strengthened, and encouraged by the 
visits of your Missionaries; and some, 
at least, it is hoped, have been rescued 
from endless ruin. 

The Trustees commend the Society 
tohis blessiffg, who so regards the 
prosperity of Zion, that the feeblest ef- 
fort for her welfare—even a broken 
sigh—will not be dispised.

REVIVALS IN PITTSFORD. 


(Continued from p. S31 of this volume. ) 

In the view of their sinfulness, to 
the convicted, when their hearts were 
wrung with distressand ancuish, there 
was one consideration, which afforded 
agleamof hope... It was this; It miche 
be, that God had determixed to renew 
their hearts. Though by their con- 
viction, they were driven almost to 
despair ; yetthe thought would some- 
times occur, that, as this had- taken 
place according to God’s usual meth- 
od of operation, it might be viewed as 
an indication of “his purpose and 
grace,” which he was adout to f)f!, 
by perferming a goed werk ¢én 1.45

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hearts Not only from their miscra- 
ble experience, but also from “ the 
scriptures of truth,” they had learned, 
that, in themselves, “ there was no 
good thing ;” and that, from them- 
selves, there was no prospect of escape 
from the chains of death, and the horrors 
of everiasting destruction. It was their 
opinion, that God, “ from the begin- 
ning,’ “ because it seemed good in his 
sight,” “had chosen” some of this failen 
race “to salvation ;” and the possibili- 
ty of their being included in this ha ‘ppy 
number, was an idea which kept them 
from absolute de spair. In sentiment, 
they were fully conv inced that, 
“through sanctification of the Spirit, 
and belief of the truth,” the divine de- 
termination to save some of mankind, 
would be carried into effect. They 
were deeply impressed with the idea, 
that they must “ be born of the Spirit, 
or never see the kingdom of God.” It 
was fixed in their minds, beyond a 
doubt, that the zew dirth, which they 
must experience or perish, was really 
and properly an effect, in those who tru- 
ly “believed onhis name,” “not of 
blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor 
of the will of man, but of God.” That 
thiseffect, by his gracious, exclusive, 
and irresistible agency, might be pro- 
duced in themselves, they were not 
without hope. But in this view of 
things, “his having mercy ou whom 
he would have mercy ;” or his ™ say- 
ing, and calling,” by his efficacious and 
resistless operation, or “with an_ holy 
calling, not according to our works, 
but ace ording to his purpese and grace, 
which were given us in Christ Jesus, 
before the world began,” could not be 
considered as a discouraging doctrine. 
It was infact their dernier resort, the 
only remaining ground, on which, iz 
their view, there was a possibi ‘lity of 
escape from endless misery. Not an 
instance of genuine conviction is recol- 
lected to have becn noticed, during 
this revival, in which there was one, 
who didnot view things, speculatively, 
in this light, and feel himself to be 
suppor ted, more or less, in his 2ex mr, 
on thisground. It is, indeed, not im- 
probabie, thata belief in the « ened 
purpose of God ta save some, ands 
“ wise e of being included in that number, 
vevented manvfrom the desperate act 
Oi Eataaiie : Broug ‘ht to de *spair of sav. 
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adversary te concluda, that there could 
be no mercy for them,;.and that death 
would be preferable to life, ifthey could 
not have said within theraselves, Jt may; 
be, that Gadhas a designto save us. it 
is not improbable, that many an one 
would have become a victim of the fatal 
rope orrazor. Couldany person have 
been so barbarous as to have wished to 
drive one in this situation, to theav- 
ful act of self-murder, it is apprehend- 
ed, that a more ready way could not 
have been tak cen, than to have convine- 
ed him, that there was not so much as 
a may be, that God, in infinite merev, 
had determined to change his heart, and 
to fit him as a vessel of mercy for glory. 
Happy for those, who were broughi, 
under convietion, to despair of saving 
themselves, that deceiver: of this des- 
cription, were not suffered toeffect, as 
the instruments of satan, their utter ru- 
in. Giving credit to the divine deter- 
Miination, as to suchas were to be sanc-- 
tufied and saved, like’ a bird from the 
snare of the fowler, they providentiaily 
escaped the fatal instrument of self-des- 
truction. To what but the prevalence 
of this credence or belief, can it be at- 
tributed, that the people who despise 
“theelcction of grace,” were disaf- 
fected with the work itself? Was it 
not for the same reason, that they con- 
stantly kept themselves aloof from eve- 
ry place,in which its power was sig- 

nally displaved ? Toan unreco ie 
heart, as well as 4n erroneous head, 
predestinarian or christian experience, 
is rank poison, and awful abs urdity, 

which cannot be endured. Hence it is, 
that although the truly convicted can 
sce no other ground of hoe pe in their 

case; vet those who have taken a 
siand against the truth, will stand a- 
loof from the work of grace, which is 
evidently carricd into effect, in fulfl- 
ment of “the eternal purpose of God, 
whicn he purposed in Christ Jesus our 
Lord.” 

No individual, as could be discover. 
ed, ever supposed for a moment, that 
his conviction was the saving 
‘ epentance. The idea was never sug- 
gested, by any person under seriot im- 
} either that there could be 
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could be perceived, every one was ful- 
ly convinced by his own experience and 
observation. To the doctrine of total 
moral depravity, in natural men, all 
the convicted sentimentally conceded. 
They were convinced, that many 
practices were sinful, which they had 
before pretended were laudable. They 
often expressed, emphatically, their de- 
cided and solemn testimony against the 
worldly maxims and fashionable frivol- 
ities, for which they had entertained an 
ardent attachment. While spiritualiy 
blind, and undismayed at sin, with the 
rest of the world, they could freely 
and tenaciously admit, asrules ofaction, 
‘that it is unworthy 2 gentleman of 
honor to put up with an affront ; thata 
gentleman ought always to avenge him- 
self; that pride is aiccessary virtue ; 
that ambition is praiseworthy; that a- 
musements are civil and innocent; that 
the bail-room is the nursery of polite- 
ness; that partiesof pleasure are good 


to pass away time; that it is allowable 


to kill time; that it is a mark of dig- 
nity and greatness not to pretend to be 
saints ; that it is anoble attainment to 
abhor superstition; that youth is the 
season for pleasure and sports ; ; that it 
is the heyday of life ; and, ina word, 
that they might as well be out of the 
world as out ofthe fashion.” But when 
‘the vail was taken away” from their 
hearts, and their eyes were opened to 
see the “vanity of vanities,” which 
had been inscribed upon all these 
things ; by their pungent conviction ; 
by their critical circumspection in 
practice ; by their solemn and une- 
quivocal testimonies, they exhibited 
their protest against these maxims as 
calculated to sap the first prineip!es of 
the religion of Jesus Christ, to harden 
menin sin, and to precipitate immor- 
tal souls into unutterable and intermin- 
able woe. 
Yo strike a fatal blow, in Pittsford, 

to all such things, if possible, by the di- 
vine blessing, a substitute was provid- 
ed by the youth, for the anniversary 
* thanksgivi ing-ball.’ A Jecture was 
requested by them, to be attended in 
the afternoon ofthe day after thanks- 
giving, to be succeeded by a confer- 
ence oft the vouth, : in the bail-room, and 
by a contribution for the support of the 
gospel, instead of paying, a: usuel, for 
their vain music, and carnal ent criain- 
ment. The device "4s. atte: Wed with 
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wonderful suocess ; so that our ti anks 

giving, instead of becoming a pis lude 
to wanton festivity, was fo! low: J with 
many interesting circumstances, — 
afforded fresh occasion for thar kfulnes 

and praise. Thelecture was prcached 
from the third epistle of John, and 
fourth verse. “I have no gicater jo. 
than to hear that my children walk in 
truth. ” Theconference was truly cdi 

fving ', deeply affecting’, ampre ssive and 
interesting. The room, though large, 
vas remarkably thronged. The exer- 

cises were intrcduced = closed with 
prayer by the youth. Tothevain and 
light minded the scene was a solemn 
admonition. It was conducted with 
perfeet decorum; and is still viewedas 
a serious memento to the giddy and 
gay, the thoughtless and the scoi ppt 



























For the vanity and impiety of their < i 
duct, confessions were made by sich as 
had a attend d balls, and indulge <i ihc |’ 
selves in other carnal and foolis!: aiinse- 
ments.

the atternoon or in the Seenionn only ; 
ant of attending to the forms of rcli- 
ff100, more froin considerations of po- 


diteness, than froma a sense of duty, 
was disclaimed as execrable, and as 
utterly incompatible with the momen- 
tous interest of the immortal soul, the 
characier of the true christiar, and 
the hi i¢h obligations to fidelity, under 
which we are !aid to the great and mfi- 
nite Jehovah. 
strict adherence tothe sacred rules of 
christianity, is alife ofmoping melan- 
choly , and that there is incomparably 
more happiness to be enjoyed in this 
world without, than with the experi- 
ence aml practice of evangelical piety, 
was manifested by many living facts, 
and a cloud of witness, to have ‘b: een a 
very C2: — and a very dangerous de- 
lusion. A multitude of men, women 
sil chilies. arose to testify, as in the 
presence of Ged, against this popular 
audi.sttdeception. Brought by di- 
Vine grace to the spiritual enjoyment 
of the gospel feast, they could sav, 
ombas not its origin m true 
reiimion, but only in Wabchef and de- 
pewvity ; and, that they had experienc- 
ed more substantial felicity m one mo- 
ment’s enjoyment oi God, than in a 
Whoie life of carnal grati fications. 

iv was too obvious to be disputed, 
What opinions and practices could, 
coud not, consistentiy, prevail, with 
a prevalence of the life and puvcror 
reugion. ‘There were but few heads of 
funnies, Who could so fur resist the 
liguiofdivinetrath, the influences of 
the Spit, und tie dictates of taeir 
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consciences, as wholly to neglect the 
morning and evening sacrifice. What- 
ever may have been their practice be- 
fore or since, itis certain, that, in the 
time of the revival, family prayer was 
generally observed in thig place. If 
there are any who have relinquished 
the practice, it proves nothing against 
the genuineness of the work in re- 
gard to others, who still call their 
families together morning and eve- 
ning. It proves nothing against the 
importance of the duty itself. Nor 
does it prove, that God will not “ ging 
out his tury upon the heathen, and up- 
on the families that call not on his 
nance.” It only evinces the instability, 
presumption and hypocrisy ‘of the neg- 
iecters of this duty themselv es, W hose 
“ goodness,” like that.of Ephraim, “ is 
as a merning cloud, and. as the early 
dew that goethaway.” Itis hoped and. 
believed, that, of this unhappy descrip- 
tion, there are but few. 

it will be remembered, that, by the 
convicting and illuminating efficiency 
of the Holy Spirit, not only immoral 
practices, but false sentiments, in Many 
instances, became “like the chaff, 
which the wind driveth away.” “ The 
wall” of universalism, which had been 
so much “daubed with untempered 
mortar,” was * rent with a stormy 
wind in God’s anger.” By “an over- 
flowing shower” in his wrath, “with 
great hailstones to consume it,” “the 
founda'ion thereof was discovered ‘¢ 
and “lo itisfallen’’ Before the revi- 

val had existed three months, there 
was scarcely actrace of it left. With 
the prophet EF zekie!, we may ask those 
who “ strengihen the hands of the wick- 
ed, that they should not return from 
their wicked way, by promising them 
lite,” and ** who save the souls alive 
that should notlive.” “ Where is the 
daubing wherewith ye have daubed 
it? Between twelve and twenty, who 

hal built upon the quicksands of this 
heresy, were convinced of their error, 
‘end ina christian manner, hopefully 
brought to embrace the truth. Ar- 
minianism was, Lkewise, a gbantom, 

which was dissipated by the @bripii 
beams of ce light. 

Induced . their conviction to real; 
ize, that there duutit be no hope for 
them,untess “ibe election of grace 
were true the voung converts were 
bora ity the element of Uits 
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al doctrine. On the solid basis of ab- 
solute dependence for special and irre- 
sistible wrace, their first breath as 
Christians, was that of reconciliation, 
to the sovereignty of God. General- 
ly, they jost, in an instant, the painful 
sensations of their convictien; so tha 
when they came to relate theif experi- 
ence, ‘hcy could recollect the time, 
when they were ** made to hear joy and 
gladness.” But, not unfrequently, for 
ashort space, in some instances, for a 
aust of days, after their change 
had been effeciuated, they still retain- 
ed the : same opinion as to their charac- 
terand state as before. They were 
comfortable, indeed, above any thing 
of which they had ever conceived. 
But their apprehension was, that God 
had tukenivom them his Holy Spirit ; 
and, (heir conviction having subsided, 
that rei wer’ , probably, returning to 
their former state ot carnal security. 
They supposed they were still impeni- 
tent; and, ofcourse, that they were 
under the curse of the divine law. 
They concluded, that God had proba. 
bly given them their last cali by his 
ble: sed Spi rit; and, that, in strict and 
giorious jusiice, he had left them to 
hill up the measure oi their iniquities, 
ond perish. But they could cordially 
acquiesce in the dispensatien as per- 
fectly equitable on the part of God ; 
$0 that they were not only without 
anxiety, but their minds were tepicte 
with felic ity. Let God be glorified, 
they could say with their hearts full of 
comfort. ‘The Lord reigns, they could 
add, with humble submission, With the 
sweetest reconciliation, and with joy 
unspeakab ie. We deserve to be damn- 
ed, said they in their own hearts, and 
itisa w onder of wonders, which we 
gannever explain, that sentence has 
not long since beenexecuted upon us. 
instead of repining at the sovereignty 
of his grace, because he had mercy on 
others, bat noton themselves, that oth- 
ers could be happy, through grace, not 
only afforded them sensible satisf: C- 
tion, but they could bless and adore 
God for thegbey b of his justice, which, 
in their appreffension, they had reason 
to expect, would be exercised in their 
everlasting rum. "The teneuage of theiv 
very souls was suchas had been express- 
ed by Dector Watts in the 51 Psalm. 


“Should sudden vengeance seize my 
bicath, | 


I must pronounce thee just in death; 
And if my soul were sent to hell, 
Thy rigliteous law approves it well.” 


The divine law nq longer appeared te 
them unreasonably rigid in ils pre- 
cepts and penalty, Clothed with inii- 
nite beauty and pur ity, as a transcript 
of Jchovah’s moral perfections, it was 
“holy, and just, amd good.” Whatce- 
er might eventually be their lot, they 
could have nothing to reply ogainst 
God. He could do them no injustice. 
While it was wonderful to them, that 
he had not already) exccuted his dis. 
pleasure upon them, and assigned te 
them their miserabke doom, which the 
had merited by the® sins, that he * h: wl 
punished them” so much “less thon 
their iniquities deserved,” wasa con. 
aideration, which claimed their most 
ardent gratitude, end their highest 
praise. 

Having remained, for some length of 
time, in this calm and grateful frame, 
finding by reflection, that they were 
hopefully reconciledto God; that they 
had no heart to complain; that they 
possessed a spirit of prayer; that al- 
though their convietion had left them, 
yet their attention to divine things was 
not diminished; and that the objec’s 
oftheir hatred and malignity had be 
come the objects of their aflection, an! 
sourees of their consolation, with dit- 
fidence they began to entertain a hope, 
that they “had passed from death unto 
life.’ But, Lord, why me? was the 
question, whichthenoccurred. Theis 
language, with their views, was direct- 
lyreversed. Instead of saying, Why 
not me a§ well as others? it became an 
inquiry of grateful admiration, 


“Why was I made to hear thy voice, 
And enter while there’s room, 
When thousands make a wretched 
choice, 
And rather starve than come 2” 


Brought by sovereign grace, into this 
calm and sweet frame of mind ; sensi- 
ble, in this view of things, that all 
boasting was excluded; and that, in 
themselves, they still deserved ever- 
lasting punishment, they manifested neo 
desire to proclaim, with out-cries, their 
exalied attainments. ‘Theynever rav- 
cd with wild extacy. No enthusisstie 
Uproar was known to take place. Not 
one imagined or pretended, that he was 
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already perfect. None said like Jchu, 
“Come withme, and see my zeal for 
the Lord.”  Gratefully surprised at 
their wonderful escape, through bound- 
less grace, from the miseries of hell, 
which they still felt, that they deserv- 
ed more than ever, they had nothing in 
themselves, of Which they could rea- 
sonably glory. But meekness, hum- 
bleness of mind, eateeming others bet- 
ter than themselves, self loathing, and 
a sense of their being “less than the 
leastofall saints,” were some of the 
prominent characteristics of their de- 
portment. Their gentle, serene, de- 
vout, unassuming, affectionate aspect, 
was “as the light of the morning, when 
the sun riseth,even amorning without 
clouds ; and as the tender grass spring- 
eth out of theearth by clear shining af- 
terrain.” Towitness hundreds of this 
description, on the Sabbath, crowding 
the temple gate, with solemn fear, and 
with sacred joy, to worship at Jeho- 
vah’s awful throne, was a.most exqul- 
site and interesting spectacle. It was 
often overwhelining and insupportable. 
Well might Doctor Watts say of our 
Lord himself, who was. filled, in the 
view of such an event, with the ‘most 
grateful satisfaction ; 
“There was an hour when Christ re- 
joice’d 
And spoke hisjoy in words of praise ; 
Father, I thank thee, mighty Godg’ 
Lord of the earth, and heavens, jagd 
eas. . 
I thank thy sovereign power and Tove, 
That crowns my doctrine with success ; 
And makes the babes in knowledge 
learn, 
The heights, and breadths, and lengths 
of grace.” 


Though all were convicted, who 
were regenerated ; yet we have reason 
to conclude, thatall werenot regene- 
raicd, who were convicted. “ By their 
fruits ye shall know them.” Those 
who lost their serious impressions, 
without becoming christians, were, in 
general, imperceptibly hardened by lit- 
tleand littie. Had they realized, at 
the time they were serious, into whata 
stupid and dangerous situation they 
would plunge themselves, they would 
probably have shuddered and trembled 
at the awlulevent! Whether those ot 
this description, who are still secure 
in their sis, will ever agama be con- 
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victed, before it shall be forever too 
late for their hearts to be changed, lies 
only withGod. Thescriptures exhib- 
it the melancholy assurance, that “ the 
last state” of such persons “is worse 
than the first.” But notwithstanding 
every promising blossom-was not ulti- 
mately secceeded by the desired or an- 
ticipated fruit; yet, on the whole, 
there was a glorious harvest. After a 
joyful ingathering of precious souls for 
about six months, this third revival 
terminating in autumn, A. D. 1808, it 
appeared, that a hundred and _ thirty 
three had been added to the church; 
that nearly two hundred in the town of 
Pittsford, had been hopefully calicd in- 
to the kingdom; and that the sum of 
those in the vicinity, other towns with 
Pittsford inclusive, was seven hundred 
and fifty. “Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and forget not all his benefits.” Oh 
that men would praise the Lord for his 
goodness, and for his wonderful works 
to the children of men !”

Extracts from the minutes of the 
meeting of the American 
Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions.

Tur’ Committee have expressed a 
confidence that adequate missionary 
funds may be raised in this country ; 
not indeed because funds to any con- 
siderable amount have been actually 
realized. But the Committee feel 
themselves bound thankfully to express 
that for the time, which has interven- 
ed since the institution of this Board 
they think the encouragement good. 
It is known to this Board, that a bequest 
to the amount of thirty thousafid dol- 
lars for the foreign Missionary use was 
left bv the .late Mrs. Norris of Salem. 
That bequest indeed is at present un- 
der litigation. Tn addition to this, 
several smaller donations have been 
mude to the amount of about fourteen 
hundred dollars, making the whole 
anountef the funds elready given to 
this Board about thirty one thousans 
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and four hundred dollars. This, giv- 
en in the short space of afew months 
after the Board became known to the 

ublic, presents itself to the Commit- 
tee in the light of a providential inti- 
mation, that areasonable reliance may 
beplaeed on American funds for the 
support of American missionaries. The 
London Missionary Society have for 
some years past expended about 
£7,000 sterling, annually, in the sup- 
port of foreign missions; and this year 
it is expected that they will expend 
£10,000. Shall the four American 
missionaries then be cast upon the 
London funds ? Is not the American 
public as well able to supply £ 600 an- 
nually, the sum estimated to be suffi- 
sient for the support of four missiona- 
ries, as the British public is to supply 
£10,000? Would it not indeed be a 
reproach to our character as a Chris- 
tian nation, as well as shew an ungrate- 
ful distrust of Providence, should we 
resign our missionaries to the London 
Society, under an apprehension that 
we could not support them ?”” 

Voted, That this Board will retain 
under their care, the young gentlemen, 
who last year, ‘‘ devoted themselves to 
the service of God for life, as mission- 
aries in foreign parts.” 

Messrs. Adoniram Judson, junr. 
Samuel Nott, junr. Samuel Newel and 
Gordon Hall, were appointed missiona- 
ries, to labor under the direction of 
this Board in Asia, either in the Bir- 
man Empire, or inSurat, or in Prince 
of Wales Island or elsewhere, as in 
the view of the Prudential Committee, 
Providence shall open the most favor- 
able door. 

Voted, That each of the married 
missionaries receive an annual salary of 
$§656,67 ; and that each unmarried 
missionary’s annual salary be $444,45 ; 
each salary to commence on the arrival

Voted, That an outfit of $666,67 be 
allowed ,€o each married missionary, 
and toeach unmarried missionary an 
outfit of $444.45.

Extract of a letier from the Rev: J. 
Mlarshman, a Baptist Missionary in 
In dia, toa Clergyman in Philadelphia. 


About four months ago, I packed up

«Mir, Coxe, who resKied a.few months 
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in Calcutta, inhis wey from China to 
America. He took the letter, but was 
finally unable to take the two copies 
ef Confucius ; I now send them, there- 
fore, by afriend, who calls at Boston, 
in his way to England. Be so good as 
to present the copy, I send you, to the 
university of Philadelphia, with my 
cordial wishes for the prosperity of 
that seat of learning. 

You will perhaps be pleased to hear, 
that the encouragement given to the 
work, at the three presidencies, at 
Fort William, Madras and Bombay, 
has been such, as to exhaust complete- 
ly, the first edition, and compel me to 
put to press an editinof the first vol- 
ume, before the secdnd is published. 

But I have news tocommunicate of 
a far more pleasant ature. We have 
been so favered as t¢ add, by baptism, 
to our infant churches in India, no less 
than ahundred and five, ‘in. the past 
year. ‘The members of the six infant 
churches, at the close of the preceding 
vear, amounted to about a hundredand 
ninety, ofall nations. They are now 
nearly three hundred.
